Survey Is Interesting 


Designed To Help Farmers Adjust 
Production To Prospective 
Demand 
While export markets are as con 
stricted as they are to-day, says the 


Kingston Whig-Standard, a major 
problem of the Canadian farmer is 
planning the production of his own 
‘arm to take the greatest possible 
advantage of the markets available 
Lixperts of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have just com- 
pleted a survey which many farm- 
ers might, with profit, tack up on 


the barn door and refer to frequently 
throughotit the year. It is designed 
to help them adjust production and 
marketing to prospective demand 


In general, the experts prophesy 
that larger supplies of wheat and 
other farm products will probably 
result, under the stimulation of the 
new trade agreements, in larger 
agricultural exports in 1939, Prices 


of farm produce generally may im 


prove somewhat as business condl- 


| tions continue an upward trend. Price 


levels of 1987 cannot be expected, 
however. 

There is now more feed grain in

The following is a brief outline of 
Sec. 367 b and Sec 867 ¢ of the Munici- 
pal Districts Act, in respect to a by- 
law to fix a mimimum tax; which 
reads as follows:- 

Subject to the approval of the 
Minister, the Council may by by-law 
fix the Mimimum tax in the sum of 
Four dollars, to be paid by any person 
assessed upon the Assessment roll, and 
may require that any person who is 
gainfully employed who has resided 
therein for a period of one month or 
over and has not been assessed on the 
Assessment roll and may require that 
any person who is gainfully employed, 
who has resided therein for a period 
of one month or over, and has not 
been assessed on the assessment roll, 
shall pay an annual tax of four dollars 
for Municipal purposes, to be collect- 
ed at any time atter the first of Jan- 
uary in each and every year, and such 
Municipal Tax shall be payable by the 
resident whether he has resided in the 
District before vhe date of the complet- 
ing of the last assessment roll or not, 
but in the ease of the collection of such 
tax the name of such resident so pay- 
ing shall be added to the assessment 
roll. 


867-c. Any person liable to pay any 
tax pursuant to section 367 a or seci- 
ion 367 b shall pay the same to the 
Secretary-Treasurer or to such person 
as is appointed by the Council to coll, 
ect the same, within three days after 
demand is made therefor, but in case 
of neglect or refusal to pay, levy may 
be made by distress and sale of goods 
and chattels of the persons in default, 
as provided in this Act, 

(2) Every employer shall furnish 
from month to month, upon request 
by the Secretary-Treasurer, the names 
of all persons in his employment, and 
and the Secretary-Treasurer by a not- 
ice in writing may require the employ- 
er or employers to deduct from the 
next payment made to any employee 
who is named in the notice and has 
not paid any tax for the payment of 
which the employee is liable under the 
said sections, the amount of tax, and 
to forward the same immediately after 
making the deductions hereinbefore 
directed. 

(83) Any employer who fails to 
furnish the information requested or 
to make the deductions hereinbefore 
directed to be made, 
the amount of such deduction as here- 
inbefore directed, shall be liable upon 
summary conviction to a fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars, and the amount 
of the fine shall be paid to the Sec 
retary-Treasurer who, in the event ot 
same not being paid within two weeks 
of its imposition, may levy the amceunt

all costs by reason of the proceedings 
leading to the imposition, or of enfore- 
ing the payment thereof, and all sums 
paid or recovered in respect to any fine 
80 imposed, shall form part of the gen- 
eral funds of the Municipal District.
